For instance, some 
have traveled halfway around the world to 
get a taste of the American culture that we 
sometimes take so much for granted. 

Like Chiharu, Mauricio Bustamante 
is one of these people.

Transitional Resource 


There is a program called the Transitional Resource at 
NBHS. Forty students participate in this program at the present 
time. They enter the program at the age of fifteen and remain 
there until they are twenty-two. Students are in this program 
because of various handicaps. Despite these handicaps, each 
wants to be given the opportunity to develop to the best of their 
ability. The most important thing to them is acquiring acceptance 
from the school and the other students. They need love, respect, 
and the chance to make a place for themselves in our school 
while learning skills that will help them become productive 
members of society. 

Transitional Resource teaches these young adults to live 
and survive in the world as independently as possible. They have 
reading classes, vocational training, daily living skills (a classroom 
that is set up like a house to teach them household skills), 
adapted phys. ed. (depending on their ability, they may join the 
regular gym classes), and work and community orientation, where 
they go out one period every other day and work in the 
community. Some of their work sites are located at 
St. Luke’s Hospital, the Transportation Department, and Project 
Independence. NBHS thrives on seeking independence and 
acceptance for these fine young adults. After completing these 
courses, they then participate in what will probably be the 
biggest event of their life, their graduation. They will then start a 
life that has many new challenges for them. Hopefully they will be 
accepted, not as a person with a handicap, but as a useful 
member of society. 
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Southeastern Massachusetts 
Education Collaborative 


Southeastern Massachusetts Education Collaborative, 
also known as SMEC, 1s a program designed to help the 
special education students with daily living skills and academics. 
SMEC works with the preadults in areas such as personal 
hygiene, cooking, cleaning, and any other task that will help 
them in the future. This program is not located at NBHS. 
Instead, SMEC rents out apartments throughout the New 
Bedford area. Once the students reach the stage of the last 2 
years of high school, they spend just about every day in one of 
the apartments. This is where the students are taught how to 
take care of themselves. SMEC also helps the members of the 
program find jobs. For those who can work, they are 
employed at places where they will enjoy the environment and 
the people that they work with. The work sites are also 
located throughout the New Bedford area. 

The SMEC students, like other NBHS students, have 
great pride in their school. They especially enjoy being invited 
to assemblies and class functions. Many have the ability to take 
part in gym classes. These students want to be able to fit in 
with everyone else. 

SMEC is a program which strives to teach their 
students to be as independent in society as possible. They help 
prepare students how to understand and take on their future 
responsibilities.

Two dedicated teachers are moving on... 





The names George T. Charbonneau and 
Armand R. Marchand have been staples in the New 
Bedford High School community, but after 35 years of 
teaching, they both have decided to retire. On the 
subject of retirement, Mr. Marchand says, “I’ve 
accomplished everything I wanted to accomplish. It’s 
time to move on to other things.” Mr. Charbonneau 
shares the same opinion saying, “I’ve done all | can. 
It’s time to turn the reins over to someone else, 
someone younger.” 

Both Mr. Marchand and Mr. Charbonneau 
began teaching in 1966 at Keith Jr. High School. Mr. 
Paul Roderiques, the principal of Keith at the time, was 
the person who influenced Mr. Marchand the most. “I 
was truly impressed by his professionalism and 
dedication to the task at hand.” Mr. Charbonneau 
says his high school senior English teacher, Mrs. 
Delahanty, was his mentor who pointed him in the 
direction of teaching. After three years at Keith, Mr. 
Charbonneau and Mr. Marchand both moved to 
NBHS, where they have been teaching English for 32 
years. During Mr. Marchand’s first year at the high 
school, the director of the Drama Club at the time 
asked him if he would like to be the co-director. He 
gladly took the position, having already been involved 
in productions in the past. A year later, the director 
resigned, and Mr. Marchand asked Mr. Charbonneau 
to join him in being co-directors. 

From 1969 to now, Mr. Marchand and Mr. 
Charbonneau have set the standards for an award- 
winning, highly accredited Drama Club, directing 
enormously successful productions of West Side Story, 


Joseph, Grease, Mame, The King and I, Fiddler on the 
Roof, The Wiz, Frankenstein, and Dracula, to name a 
few. Two productions, Annie and Camelot, were 
honored as the Best High School Productions in New 
England in 1987 and 1990. My Fair Lady was the 
recipient of the Moss Hart Grand Trophy in 1989. 

Both Mr. Charbonneau and Mr. Marchand 
have greatly enjoyed teaching English and theater to 
the thousands of students they have had over the 
years. Mr. Marchand says, “It has been a privilege to 
teach the great works of Shakespeare, Homer, Dante, 
Dostoevsky, Ibsen, Fitzgerald, and Miller.” Even 
though Mr. Charbonneau is looking forward to 
“sleeping later in the morning and working on my 
own schedule,” both teachers will miss the students 
and faculty of NBHS. Mr. Charbonneau says, “I will 
miss what I do and I'll miss the people | do it with,” 
and Mr. Marchand says, “I’m going to miss the 
contact with the students, the challenge of the Drama 
Club, and the camaraderie of the tan house faculty.” 

After retirement, Mr. Marchand is planning to 
focus more of his time as executive producer of 
Festival Theatre, a theatre company he founded 12 
years ago, and is hoping to go back to school for 
conversational French and piano lessons. Mr. 
Charbonneau is also staying with Festival Theatre, 
where he is the president and artistic producer and is 
hoping to spend some of his free time painting. Mr. 
Marchand and Mr. Charbonneau have made an 
enormous contribution to the NBHS family and will be 
missed. We all wish them the best of luck in the 
future.

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Clubs in Action 
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Beware of Rough 


Prizes awarded to students wearing their seatbelts 
included ice scrapers and tickets to be traded in for 
additional gifts. 
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This year we were fortunate enough to be one of 8 school systems 
that received a $3,000 grant from the Governor’s Highway Safety Bureau for 
a Safety Belt Pilot Program. This program was under the direction of Ms. 
Judith Belli, Dean of Students, and Jane Jacobsen, Entrepreneur with 
Communities and Schools for Career Success. A school-wide “buckle-up” 
campaign was initiated to increase student awareness of safety issues relative 
to seat belt use and to increase the use of seat belts. The whole process was 
brought to the school’s attention when a 1999 statewide survey was released 
by the Safety Bureau. It showed that the use of safety belts among 
Massachusetts’ teens, ages 16-19, was just 37%. This relatively low 
percentage hopefully increased greatly with the help of the program. 

The process of planning this program took much time, dedication, and 
effort. On Monday, January 22, at 7 a.m. sharp, the program officially began. 
This proved to be the real test in seeing how many of our students actually 
wear their seatbelts. Prizes were awarded to students who did wear their 
belts and also to the passengers who wore them. Some of the awards were 
bumper stickers, ice scrapers, pens and pencils, lanyards, and key chains. 
These prizes served as incentives to stress the importance of seat belt use. 
“These grant funds will enable us to develop creative ways to educate and 
motivate our students to buckle up. We believe that safety belt use by 
teenagers is a proven, cost-effective way to protect them from motor vehicle- 
related fatalities and injuries. By buckling up, students are much more likely to 
not have their education interrupted by a tragedy,” said Ms. Judith Belli and 
Mrs. Jane Jacobsen. 

Many clubs became actively involved in this campaign. Ten clubs 
joined together to help make it run as smoothly as it did. The Youth in 
Government Club had the duty of setting the official rules and developing a 
seat belt policy. The policy was approved by Mr. Oliver and put into effect. 
The Student Advisory Council helped to solicit businesses for awards such as 
gift certificates, movie passes, etc. The International Cub was in charge of 
translating the letters that were sent home to explain the campaign into 3 
different languages. The Future Teacher’s Club worked with the Police 
Department to get guest speakers and assembly programs. The Police 
Department provided two presentations, one at the kick-off of the campaign

and again in the spring to reinforce seat belt use as the prom season 
approached. The Press and WIMC TV Clubs took care of all the publicity 
which included TV, radio, newspaper, school intercom, etc. The Ambassador’s 
Club wrote the letters to the businesses and helped the SAC in soliciting them. 
S.A.D.D. provided all materials needed and brought in speakers from 
M.A.D.D. The class officers and Steering Committee advertised for the 
campaign by putting up posters and spreading the word around the school. The 
JROTC had the job of doing the initial check. They went to various student 
parking lots and checked to see which students wore their seat belts. Prizes 
were given if the seat belts were on; but if a car of students was not wearing 
their seat belts, no punishment was given but their license plate number was 
taken down. Each club received $100 for their participation. Without the help 
of the clubs, this program could not have been conducted correctly and would 
not have taken affect as quickly as it did. 

Safety belts reduce the risk of death in motor vehicle crashes by up to 
50%. It is especially critical for teenage drivers to buckle up, given they are at 
a higher risk of death or injury due to their limited driving experience and 
because they are more likely to speed and drive while impaired or distracted. 
During the initial check by the JROTC cadets, Matt Borges was not wearing a 
seatbelt. After hearing the results of other students’ accidents, he realized the 
importance of seatbelts. He said, “I know I should’ve been wearing my 
seatbelt, but after listening to all the bad results of it, I will definitely have it on 
from now on.” On the other hand, Stacy Pelletier was wearing her seatbelt 
because she takes the issue very seriously. She stated, “The number one rule in 
my car is that my passengers and I must wear our seatbelts.” Christine Lobo 
and Kevin Pires feel the same way. Thomas Ramsey, unfortunately, had to 
experience this for himself in a near-death car accident. He was hit head-on at 
60 miles per hour by a drunk driver. If Tommy hadn’t been wearing his 
seatbelt, he would’ve been ejected through the windshield and would have had 
a rare chance of surviving. He stated, “I value life much more. I survived the 
accident because I was wearing my seatbelt.”

On Monday, September 25, 2000, all the public and 
parochial schools in New Bedford came together to celebrate 
Tomorrow's Promise: America Goes Back to School. During 
the day, students attended festivities downtown, such as musical 
performances, tours, and speeches, including one from Mayor 
Kalisz.
